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(57) Abstract: A method for displaying musical 
data in three dimensions includes displaying 
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symbols corresponding to the musical data may 
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time axis associated with the musical data runs. 
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the viewer with the appearance of motion alone 
the time axis associated with the musical data. 
In some embodiments, the viewer is represented 
by a virtual camera in the three-dimensional 
environment and the virtual camera is "moved" 
to provide the appearance of motion.
